Desperate lynching Bee 


HANGED AND THEN CREMATED 


TIO IEIE ICCDSED OF WISHING 


•BITE WOMAN 


Third fas a Murder Suspect- 


Fourteen Prisoners Escape When 


Jail Is Battered Down. 


Springfield. Mo.. April 16. —The 


flame mob tbat at an early hour Sim- 
day morning lynched Horace Dun- 
can • and James Copeland, negroes, 
two hours 
later - took 
from 
jail 


William Allen, a young negro, and 
hanged him in the public square. 
Allen's body was later burned to 
ashes, as had been those ot the other 
negroes, beneath the spot where they 
bad been lynched. Following the dis- 
patch of Duncan and Copeland, some 
one suggested that Allen and Bus 
Cain, two other negroes known to be 
In the jail, sbould also be Ivnched. 
The mob, * ioodthlrsty and wrought up 
to the highest pitch of excitement, 
readily took up the cry, and soon the 
charred bones of a third victim lay 
.beneath the statue of the Goddess of 
Liberty. Cain 
escaped. Allen and 


Cain were being held upon suspicion 
of bavins murdered O. P. Ruark, while 
Duncan and Copeland were accused of 
assaulting Mabel Edmondson, a white 
domestic. Their work finally accom- 


< plished, the mob quietly dia 


Miss Edmondson, the attack upon 


whom provoked 
the lynching out- 


breaks, when told of the work of ven- 
geance said, "Served them right." Her 
condition is pronounced serious. 


Sunday, the crowds, which had been 


augmented 
by many hundreds of 


persons from surrounding towns, filled 
the streets, making threats of further 
vengeance, and several companies ot 
state militia ordered out by Governor 
Folk, together with 200 deputy sher- 
iffs, were ordered here. When the 
mob left the jail with Copeland and 
Duncan 14 prisoners escaped in the 
excitement. Among them was Cain. 
But Allen was there yet, and the sec- 
ond mob found him bidden under a 
cot. 
He was dragegd out, his hand's 


•were tied behind his back, a rope was 
put around , his neck and he was 
marched down the street to the tower 
In the square. Two men climbed up 
the Iron stairway and stood upon the 
platform, with Allen between them. 
One of these men, who held a lantern, 
In his hand, faced the crowd below, 
and, waving his hand - toward 
tha 


negro, said: "Ladles and gentlemen,' 
this Is Will Allen, the man who mur- 
dered old man Ruark. What shall we 
do with him?" "Hang him!" cried-the 
crowd. "Throw him overboard." 


The negio stood directly above tho 


smouldering ash heap from which tho 
smell of burning flesh arose. But he 
stood erect while the man with the 
lantern harangued the mob and the 
crowd jeered at the negro. In tho 
meantime the rope bad been placed 
about Allen's neck, and presently tha 
hangman caught the negro's ankles, 
lifted him and'threw him forward over 
the railing. Allen turned a somer- 
sault In the air. and as the rope be- 
came taut his neck cracked like a pis- 
tol shot The rope broke and he fell 
In the* bed of coals on top of the other 
two negroes. There he kicked and 
floundered around until another rope 
was brought, thrice looped around the 
neck, and ho was again suspended In 
midair. More boxes were brought, an- 
other big tlie was kindled, and soon 
the swavlng figure, now dead, fell Into 
It. sending up a spray of live tiparks. 
After that most ot tho men went home, 
but some men and bovs stayed b> the 
tower all night and fed the lire When 
daylight broke upon the scene there 
remained only the blackened trunks 
and charred remains of the three 
negroes 


Five thousand persons saw the trio 


hanged and burned 
Among the crowd 


of spectators were hundreds of women 
and children, girls and boys. In a hall 
overlooking the plaza an Easter dance 
•was In progress 
Its music stopped 


while the dancers crowded to the win- 
dows and watched thv writhing black 
bodies and the (lames that finally Con- 
sumed them. 


Whites and blacks are reported as 


having armed themselves heavily, and 
th* negroes of the city are said to 
have selxed 300 sticks of dynamite 
from a stone auarrr for defense BUT-

Polk After the Mob. 


Jefferson City. Mo.. April 18.—Gov- 


ernor Joseph J. Folk In a statement 
said; "The lynching at Springfield waa 
a Bost dligraceful occurrence. What- 
ever the offense of the negroes may 
have been, they were entitled to pun- 
ishment by law and not by a mob, and 
when a mob takes the law Into It* 
own hands, as this one did, any mem-

Huntltigtou. W. Va, April 16.—Mrs. 


Martha J. Bass, the divorced wife ot 
John Farley of Galllpolls, O., was shot 
and killed by Charles Morrow, a col- 
ored hotel porter here. The shooting 
occurred at the home of Herbeit Steel, 
a brother-in-law of Mrs. Bass. The 
supposition Is that the porter had 
taken Mrs. Bass a letter and a quart ol 
over the presentation of the same re- 
sulted In the tragedy. Mrs. Bass had 
been on the street two minutes before 
the tragedy, and had just entered tho 
bouse when the negro appeared. After 
the shooting the negro ran from the 
house with a smoking pistol in his 
hand and attempted to escape, but he 
was pursued by hundreds. When the 
police overtook him he had to be club- 
bed into submission, and was hurried 
off to the county Jail for fear of mob 
violence. Mrs. Bass' 12-year-old nieco 
was the only witness to the tragedy. 
Mrs. Bass came here a few weeks ago 
on a visit to her sister. 


Deed of a Negro. 


Bessemer, Ala, April 10'.—John An- 


drews, a negio, propiletor of a livery 
Stable here, shot and killed Tavior 
Johnson, a white man. and seriously 
wounded Will Millstead, another whito 
man. The white men had left a horse 
and buggy at Andrews' stable, and 
about midnight when they called for 
it demanded that the nctjio hitch up 
for them. Ho refused and a general 
quarrel followed. 
During the contro- 


versy Andrews dievv a gun and shot 
both the men.

SAND AND ASHES 


Ejected by Mount Vesuvius In Abun- 


dant Quantities. 


Naples, April 16. — The somewhat 


threatening condition of Mount Vesu- 
vius Saturday night baring subsided 
with the ejection of enoimous clouds 
of sand and ashes, the elements have 
begun to settle slowly again, envelop- 
ing the mountain in a thick haze and 
cutting off the view from Naples, only 
the outline of the base being visible. 
Professor Matteuccl, director of the 
royal observatory on the mountain. 
Issued the following bulletin: "My in- 
struments are now most calm. Tim 
emission of sand continues in their 
abundant quantities, and 1 wait serene- 
ly a satisfactory termination ot tha 
eruption."

In the docu- 
ment they warned Dowie that unless 
he changed his ways in the manage- 
ment of Zion City a clash was "inevit- 
able. They stated that from their ex- 
amination of the conduct of tho affairs 
of the colony it was evident that 
Dowie had overdrawn his account in 
the bank in Zion City; that he had re- 
ceived deposits wjien it was known

propriation of largo sums for his own 
personal use and for ends outside of 
the industries named would be tanta- 
mount to a conviction of embezzle- 
ment in any court of law.

I was 
blind once. It occurred after au excur- 
sion from Heidelberg to n mediaeval 
town about twenty miles awny. Tbe 
Rev. Joe Twitcbell of Hartford was 
with me. He is still living. I always 
like a minister with me on an excur- 
sion. He makes a flue lightning rod 
for such excursions as tbe one we 
mode. We went up by rail, and circum- 
stances were such as to brine us back 
on a raft. 


"In this ancient town, which had not 


altered' a building or put up a new one 
In 1,500 years, we bad a room for tbe 
night which was as large as tbe beds 
were small. We 'had to sleep on our 
•ides In tbe beds. Twltchell's bed was 
way down south In that room, and 
mine was farthest north. I couldn't 
•leep after tbe light was put out and 
finally decided to leave the room and 
go Into the square and sit on tbe edge 
of a tidkllug fountain.
